Germany's factories are work- 
ing under “practically war-time 
conditions,’ Mr. Churchill as- 
serted. He declared the great 
new fact which riveted the at- 
tention of every country in 
Europe and in the world, is that 
“Germany is re-arming on land, 
to some extent at sea and, which 
cencerns Britain most in the air.” 

A week or 10 days of intensive 
air bombardment of London 
would kill or maim thousands of 

| pecple in a short time and drive 
millions into the country, he said, 

Stressing the need of strength- 
ening the air force particularly, Mr 
| Churchill said almost every part of 
the United Kingdom was within 
range of air attacks from the con- 
linent. 

“It is useless to move arsenals 
and factorics to the west coast,” 
he said. “We must face the peril 
where we stand.” 

Pending some radical new dis- 
covery, he declared, the only prac- 
tical measure of defence was the 
ability to inflict as much damage 
to the enemy as he could inflict on 
Britain 


He advocated the maintenance 
regardless of cost, for the next 10 
{years of an air force substantially 


stronger than that of Germany. 

“The Germans are most friend- 
| ly,” he added. “There is no rea- 
son to think they will attack us. 
But under the Nazi regime the de- 
cision of only a handful of men is 
‘required to launch an attack with- 
out notice.” 

Germany is illegally building an 
air force, in contravention of the 
Treaty of Versailles, he charged. 
At the end of 1936 the German 
air force would be nearly 50 per- 
cent stronger than Britain's, and 
in 1937, he asserted, it would be 
double the strength of the British, 
Stanley Baldwin, lord president 
of the counci!, said that even while 

| things looked “so black” he had not 
abandoned hope of arms restriction 

“There has grown a condition of 
nervous apprehension which bodes 
ill for peace,” Mr, Baldwin admit- 
ted. He suggested the Germans ask 
themselves whether the price Ger- 
many was paying in the mental 
condition of Europe was worth her 
secrecy and her breaking the 
Geneva link with her sister nations.

NOTHING DONE 

The city council] met on Monday—and did 
nothing having actual and immediate bearing 
on the problem of how to cut down the con- 
fiscatory tax rate (64 mills) to something near 
40 mills. 

Deference was paid to the venerable but 
impotent proposal that the federal and provin- 
cial governments should divert some revenues 
to the city--which they have shown no inclina- 
tion whatever to do, and in any case could not 
do before another year has ended. 

There was a suggestion to impose taxation 
on increments and dividends for the benefit of 
the civic tr ury; without explanation as to 
where increments exist or dividends are to be 
found. 

Nothing was done about suspending pay- 
ments into the sinking fund, or calling on bond- 
holders to accept a cut in interest rates until 
times improve. Those are the two avenues, 
and the only two thus far indicated, along which 
adequate relief for the taxpay during the 
current year can be found.

Donald McLeod, one of the most widely 
known of Edmonton Old Timers, died on Friday 
evening. He was born in the island of Lewes, 
and came to Canada in 1862 in the service of 
the Hudson's Bay Co. In 1872 he built one of 
the first houses in the present town of Edmon- 
ton, having taken up as a claim the land in- 
cluded in river lot 14. 

The first annual dinner of the Edmonton Old 
Timers’ Association took plsce on Thursday 
evening in the Edmonton hotel, the first house 
of entertainment between Portage La Prairie 
and the Rocky Mountains. About 60 members 
were present, including many from surround. 
ing points. As one item on the program, Mr. H. 
S. Young read a paper he had written on the 
history of Edmonton, which is published in full. 
James Gibbons, president of the association, 
presided. 

One paragraph from the paper read by Mr. 
Young follows: The village of Edmonton may 
be said to have begun its existence as such 
when the C.P.R. sent the first survey party to 
the Edmonton district in 1871. From that date 
to the present time the place has gone on in- 
creasing in population and civilization. At first 
the progress mede was very slow, but it never 
ceased progressing, never went back. One by 
one the houses went up, stores were built, 
settlers kept dropping in and came to stay. The 
village grew until it felt able to take on the 
dignity of a town.

It didn’t need Churchill's war warning of a 
few days ago about Britain's vulnerability 
from the air to attract attention to tormented 
Europe and the great danger of a war that may 
involve half the world again. If such an out- 
break occurs, despite all hopes and intentions 

to the contrary, Canada will 
“almost certainly be dragged 
into it, According to J. L, 
Garvin in his recently pub- 
lished “Life of Joseph Cham- 
berlain,” Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
did not want Canada to be 
involved in the South Afri- 
can war, Says he of Laurier: 
“For himself... he 
would have stood out of the 
first phase of the hostilites. 
No interest of Canada, 
strategical or commercial, seemed at stake, 
In the end, Laurier’s hand was forced by 
the English-speaking majority, by its press- 
ing sympathy with a Mother Country in 
arms, and with the general ideas of closer 
economic union, preached by Chamberlain.” 

If a Laurier couldn't keep Canada out of a 
little war against a handful of Boers in South 
Africa, how could any present day Premier 
with today’s close contacts with London resist 
the flood of feeling that would rise in Canada 
if England had an enemy at her doors and her 
people were being bombed and gassed from 
the air?

Churchill spoke only about danger from 
Germany, “a nation whose people are being 
taught from childhood to think of war as a 
glorious exercise and death in battle as the 
noblest fate of man.” Not that he thinks Ger- 
many is contemplating any attack on Britain. 
His fear is lest in a clash between Germany and 
France which would involve half a dozen other 
nations, Britain would be dragged in by force 
of circumstances, just as Canada would be 
dragged in behind Britain. 

Just how sensitive Germany is today to spy- 
mania or criticism is shown by the arrest of the 
former Toronto music student Lillian Steele 
and the notice to Vernon McKenzie, former 
editor of MacLean’s Magazine and now director 
of journalism at the University of Washington, 
to leave Germany as quickly as possible. Ger- 
many doesn’t want foreign newspaper men 
nosing around. The Nazis could hardly have 
taken offence at the moderate and inoffensive 
articles McKenzie wrote about his former holi- 
day visit to Germany. 

If you want to know how the European 
nations feel in the solar plexus about the pros- 
pects of war, here is the dramatic test. On 
Sunday, Noy. 11—Remembrance Day—while 
every town and village in Britain was holding 
services to commemorate her million. dead, 
armament factories there were working Sunday 
overtime, turning out rifles, machine guns and 
poison gas projectors for foreign countries.

Here is a picture of the complexus of in- 
terests across Europe that has arisen out of the 
Versailles Treaty. If the Treaty really was 
intended to end war it has been singularly un- 
fortunate in its results. I'm condensing in the 
next few paragraphs whole chapters out of 
Sisley Huddleston’s “War Unless. . .” 

In the first place is German rebellion at the 
loss of her colonies, an eighth of her area and 
a tenth of her population to France, Denmark, 
Poland and Belgium. Her anger is chiefly 
directed against France which holds the Saar 
iron mines and in whose interest the left bank 
of the Rhine is demilitarized. Feeling she is 
ringed around with enemies, she is arming in 
evasion, if not in defiance of the Treaty. 

Yet Huddleston thinks that the direct issues 
lie between Germany and Poland more than 
between Germany and France. West Prussia 
or Pomerania was returned to the Poles, who 
had lost it in 1772, It still has about 90 per cent 
of Polish population. Some genius for propa- 
ganda named it the Polish “corridor.” The 
strip of Polish land, without natural boundaries, 
is Poland's outlet to the sea. But to Germany 
it is a wedge driven through her territory, 
carrying with it the great port of Danzig, whose 
population is 96 per cent German. There is 
bitter feeling between the Poles and the Ger- 
mans. There is a latent bitterness between 
Soviet Russia and Poland, though France is the 
ally of both. 

Italy, thinks Huddleston, is still as it was 
in October, 1914, when the Allies were in pro- 
cess of seducing it from the Central Entente by 
promises of untrammelled power on the Adria- 
tic. On that occasion its foreign minister, 
Salandra, casting aside al] sentiment except 
that or “sacred egoism,” frankly said that Italy 
did not incline to the Allies, “it inclined only to 
Italy 

Italy did succeed in having Austrian prestige 
on the Adriatic abolished, but a new potential 
enemy has been created in its stead—Yugo- 
Slavia. The old Serbia in association with the 
Croats and the Slovenes, has internal dissen- 
sions, but the combined nation is strong mili- 
tarily and has developed claims for two-thirds 
of Bulgaria, half of Albania and portions of 
Hungary, Rumania, Austria, Italy and Greece. 
In short, the turbulent Balkans have now spread 
over south-eastern Europe and threaten Italy 
at her back door. In this situation Italy has 
turned away from France to Germany. 

Yugo-Slavia with Czecko-Slovakia and 
Rumania has formed a Little Entente which is 
virtually a new Great Power, The Magyars of 
Hungary are bitter at the partitioning of their 
land In a propagandjst picture they show 
Great Britain divided as their country has been 
divided, with Scotland going to Norway, the 
north of England to Germany, the southern 
coast to France and Ireland to United States, 
leaving only Wales and the Midlands as “Eng- 
land.” They ask would England accept this 
peace, 

It doesn't need Japan and United States to 


be at loggerheads, with United States recog- 
nizing Soviet Russia and Japun cultivating 
German friendship to give a world in arms 
today, a much more tragical, dangerous and 


bewildering clash of interests than 
ever it had in 1914 

Small wonder if the occupants of European 
chancellories lie awake at nights while munition 
factories celebrate Remembrance Day by work-

Those who receive reports that albumin has 
been found in the liquid waste thrown out by 
the kidneys are usually frightened at the re- 
port, and the words “Bright's Disease” or 
“Nephritis” immediately come into their minds. 

While albumin is usually found in chronic 
nephritis, it is also true that a 
certain percentage of cases do 
not develop albumin. On the 
other hand, varying amounts 
of albumin may be found in 
the liquid waste from the 
kidneys without it being any 
indication whatsoever of 
Bright's Disease, 

The blood serum contains 
two proteins, albumin and 
globulin, either of which may 
appear in the fluid waste 
from the kidneys, the amount varying in dif- 
ferent conditions. The presence of albumin in 
the liquid waste from the kidneys, at one time 
regarded as indicative of nephritis, is now 
recognized as occurring under many circum- 
stances without the existence of any serious 
organic change in the kidneys. 

When albumin does appear, it may be 
simply due to excessive physical exertion, such 
as after a hard football] game or wrestling match. 
It may appear occasionally after the ingestion 
of food rich in protein following a diet of too 
much meat or eggs. Standing in cold water a 
long time has been found to produce albumin. 
Nervous children of neurotic parents will often 
show traces of albumin. With some patients 
albumin may be absent in the morning and 
present only at the end of a hard day's work, 

When albumin is found during pregnancy, it 
is not necessarily a serious condition, and may 
come and go during the entire period of gesta- 
tion, however, the symptom should be watched 
by the doctor who will determine whether it is 
only temporary or of serious significance. 

It has often been pointed out that the 
appearance of a slight amount of albumin after 
fifty may be an advantage, as the patient is 
made to realize, perhaps for the first time, that 
he has been living carelessly. This may be true 
if he is just frightened enough to correct bad 
habits of living and not scared so much as to 
give up all hope. 

Life insurance doctors are instructed to re- 
ject all cases in which albumin appears in the 
test of the kidney elimination, but from my ob- 
servation I am sure they are too cautious about 
this and not careful enough to get the opinions 
of several physicians who would be allowed to 
consider the importance of the relationship be- 
tween the high blood pressure, hardening of 
the arteries, and heart lesions, in connection 
with the appearance of the albumin. 

I suggest that before becoming unduly 
frightened over the report of albumin following 
the test of the kidney elimination, that the best 
plan is to cut down on the protein used, to fol- 
low a sensible diet for two or three weeks and 
then to have the test repeated. If the albumin 
has disappeared you have nothing to worry 
about. The charge for this type of test is very 
low. If the albumin continues to appear in the 
liquid waste, then it is time to consider whether 
Nephritis or Bright's Disease is present and to 
undertake a suitable treatment. If the amount 
found is excessive, I advise that the test of the 
kidney elimination be repated at regular 
intervals to find out how much improvement is 
being secured.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Olive V. writes: “I have 
at times a feeling of suffocation, especially when 
I am talking for any length of time. The doctor 
told me I had nasal catarrh. Would that be the 
cause of it?” 

ANSWER: Heart trouble will sometimes 
cause a feeling of suffocation, but, if you had 
some serious disorder, your doctor would un- 
doubtedly have discovered “it with a careful 
examination. Your suffering from nasal catarrh 
would not likely cause such a symptom. Prob- 
ably the real cause of your feeling of suffocation 
is because you have a weak diaphragm, which 
is the large, flat muscle separating the chest 
from the abdomen. This is the muscle most 
used in breathing, and, if it is alreday weak, it 
becomes easily tired from the effort used in 
talking. Get rid of your catarrh through the 
proper diet, and take deep breathing exercises 
for developing the strength of your diaphragm. 

QUESTION: Mr. Neville G. asks: “Do you 
believe that a person suffering from arthritis 
should have massage treatments?” 

ANSWER: | do not advise massage in arth- 
ritis, especially around the sore joints. Some- 
times massage can be used in arthritis to im- 
prove circulation and nourishment of the 
muscular tissues, but never in the region where 
there is soreness, as massage or exercise might 
irritate the area affected.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1843 Toronto 
was the scene of a simple yet 
significant ceremony when the 
bodies of Samuel Lount and Peter 
Matthews were removed from 
the potter's field and buried in 
consecrated ground. Their exe- 
cution for participation in the 
rebellion had been a_ sad spec- 
tacle. For years those who stood 
in the crowd in front of the old 
court house on that bleak morn- 
ing of April 12, 1838, told with 
horror of the “judicial crime” 
they had witnessed. Matthew 
Sheard, afterwards mayor of Tor- 
onto, recalled that when asked 
by his foreman to aid in the 
building of the scaffold, he had 
replied, like the blunt Yorkshire- 
man he was: “I'll not put a hand 
to it! Lount and Matthews have 
done nothing that I might not 
have done myself and I'll never 
help to build a gallows to hang 
them.” (His nephew was after- 
wards a Conservative M. P, for 
Toronto). The clank of the chains 
of the two men as they ascended 
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hallowed ground. The movement

is one of the most modern institu- 
tions of its kind in Canada and is 
truly a credit to western Jewry 
The building was crected at a cost 
of $175,000, and is situated on a 
beautiful five-acre plot. Mrs. Wild 
er said that it was a matter of par- 
ticular pride to her that after pro- 
viding abundantly all the vege- 
tables required throughout the year 
by the institution, the orphanage
